capitalists seems to 
have solved tho 
problem aa to how 
we poor northern- 
ers can spend', the

ctVby tropical "vegetation and drink in 
the fragrance of balmy -zephyrs even 
in February and never pay. a cent for 
tho privilege. 

To bo sure, to effect this decidedly 
inexpensive, change from the land of 
wintry, blasts and tho treacherous, 
cablo car to tho soft . atmosphere of 
southern glades ono would have to 
steal a horse, rob o henroost, set fire 
to a barn or commit some such act of 



be, and an Inferior grade, of'" cotton' Is 
grown, which, will juu-iily brlng'ln the 
market tho cost of ' ■ production. 
Whether, tho laborer or- tho. planter Is 
responsible for this state of affairs Is 
difficult to say, but Investigation of 
the question leads oho to conclude If 
cotton is properly planted, nursed and 
cared for in duo season as itshoiild lie, 
there is abuirllant profit to the . planter 
oven at a much less price than has 
lately ruled the market 

.There is as much dependent upon the 
laborer in tho cultivation of cotton as 
In the management or fertility of the 
soil, and tho solution of tho problem of 
making money in raising cotton, in- 
vestigations sho Wj rests' in the land be- 
ing plowed, the product planted, 
hoed, protected and harvested all In 
duo and proper season, and the fact is 
proven that it is moat essential to n 
southern planter that. he -should have 
his labor entirely under control. 
. Equally as troublesome nnd compli- 
cated^' rfs the labor question Is to tho 
southern planter has been tho convict 
question with southern state, officials. 
As a matter . of course the state is 
required to clothe, feed and guard, its 
couvicts. The lease system, which has 
been the more nearly universal one in 
tho south heretofore, by reason of the 
treatment tho convicts received from 
lessees, tho interference, or rather 
competition, thus created as between 
tho convicts in the hands of the lessees 




is thought a profit may" bis. - obtained 
which would net the state irora 3175 to 
5200 per annum per convict 
. This farm affords ample facilities for 
tho raising of nica't, sugar, corn, syrup 
—in fact, everything for suhsistenca 
and' luxury,- and after tho "first year 
there will be no need of buying any- 
thlngnnd the owner of tho property onn 
tho - first year supply tho stato, at a 
very low rate with amplo ' food- for 
their men from tho products of 1803. 

Its area ready for cultivation of five 
thousand 'ncrca could afford work for 
seven hundred to eight hundred con- 
victs for nine months 3a tho year 
in the cultivation of cotton, nntl 
corn. Its valuable timbered lands, 
covering seven thousand acres of virgin 
forest, afford work for mptiy years to 
comofortheodd timo of their men 
when not actively engaged in farming 
operations. Tho , railroad of twelve 
miles running through, tho';. oropcrty 
which Is owned by tho Sunnysidc com- 
pany affords every facility for tho 
transportation of their men without 
delay to and from their work,' and 
of tho timber to the lake' ond river 
landings. 

It Is tho purpose of the Btate and tho 
owner of tho plantation to '-increase 
the cultlvatable area from year to 
year, ns'thc labor of the convicts may 
bo spared from forming opcrat!ons,and 
it Is understood that of tho entire 
twelve thousand acres there is not nn 
acre but which Is susceptible of tho 
highest state of cultivation for tho 
growth of cottou and other products, 
and without fertilizer of any kind.

selves in a perfectly healthy, safe and . 
most fertile section of the slate, where 
they will' no longer bo a drain, oh the 
treasury of tho stato, but on. tho con- 
trary turn into such deserving funds 
as the public schools and charity ac- 
counts a revenue! of 550,000 to S100,< 
000 above all expenses per an'uum.

times regarded as criminal , but then, 
one can get used to anything, and the 
benefits which would accrue are not to 
bo reckoned lightly! 

In a word, the state of Arkansas has 
entered into an agreement with north- 
ern capital represented by Austin Cor- 
bln & Co. by which nil the state's con- 
victs aro to be transferred Into a sort 
of Garden of 'Eden whore the mos- 
qtiltoos bite not and the alligator does, 
not pursue the festive pickaninny, 
writes a correspondent In a Now York 
paper. 

The spot chosen is a great, farm sit- 
uated ( on an island in Chicot lake, 
which is of a most peculiar formation, 
winding about tho laud as it does in 
the shape of a horseshoe, meeting at 
two extremities tho Mississippi river. 
Tho water surroundings, of course, 
make the place an ideal one for the 
confinement of convicts. 

These malefactors, instead of having 
to submit to tho lockstop and close 
confinement' of their northern brothers 
in crime, will work In the open air nnd 
will bo well housed and well fed to 
finch a dogree that it is not believed 
they will try to escape, especially as 
their work will not be of a very labor- 
ious character. 

Since the war tho southern planta- 
tion owner has grown gray -very' 
young owing to the shiftlossucss and 
absolute unreliability of tho darkies, 
on whose labor he hashad to depend for 
conducting a cotton plantation on a 
profitable basis, no soon found that 
the negro with a dollar In his pocket 
wouldn't work until ho got rcudy.evcn 
if tho crop went to ruin for tile lack of 
somo ono to gather It, 

With this idea In view tho peniten- 
tiary commissioners of Arkansas, who 
comprise Governor Fish back, Attorney 
General Clarke nnd Secretary of State 
Armistead, after consultation with 
Mr. Corbln'a representatives, decided 
to move nil the convicts of the state to 
tho Sunnysidc plantation, on Chicot 
island. 

It has long been a problem with the 
southern planters how to reduce tho 
cost of growing cotton, render their 
lands mora prodnetive and make money 
out of their product Many ycarsugo 
.the southern planters were generally 
wealthy, corrfifortablc and satisfied 
with tho results obtained from raising 
cotton, but of lute years this condition 
of satisfaction has been changed to 
one of discontent, and now they are 
unanimous In their belief that there is 
less money In the product than hereto- 
fore. *■;'•" 

Directly responsible for this condi- 
tion of affairs aro the unsettled stato 
and unroliablu tendency of tho colored 
form.laboror, the fanner's inability to 
give to his crop tho proper attention 
at the all-important season, and'' the 
consequence, in most cases,- that the 
cotton stalk Is not fruited as It should 



and tho free nnd independent citizens 
as laborers and many other objectiona- 
ble features in this sypfcm have proven 
so obnoxious and distasteful to people 
generally that it has been abandoned 
in quite u number of states, and others 
aro undertaking to do away with it 
at as early a date as the 'contracts will 
permit 

Tho large area of land of the most 
fertile class uncultivated in the south 
from lack of plan tors renders the farm 
about the only place on which n con- 
vict can be worked where competition 
docs not exist and where the revenue 
to be derived is far in excess of that 
under the lease system. 

When negotiations were begun by 
the state of Arkansas for the lease of 
Sunnysidc there was considerable op- 
position from certain ■sources, but a 
thorough investigation of the property 
led the state officials to conclude that 
it was the only tract of land In the

duo and proper season, and the fact is 
proven that it is most essential to a 
southern plantcrthat.hu 'should havo 
his labon entirely lender control. 
. Equally as troublesome and, compli- 
cated 'as the labor question Is to tho 
southern planter lias been tho' convict 
question with southern state officials. 
As a . matter of course tho state iu 
required to clothe, feed and guard, its 
convicts. The lease system, which has 
been the mora nearly universal one in 
the south heretofore, by reason of the 
treatment the convicts received from 
lessees, the interference, or rather 
competition, thus created as between 
the convicts in tho hands of the lessees 
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Is thought ft' profit may'- bo '= obtained 1 , 
wbich wouldnot tho state irom S17S to 
3500 per annum per convict'- ; 
.'Thls'farra affords ample facilities for

In a word, the stato of Arkansas has 
entered Into an agreement with north- 
ern capital represented by Austin Cor- 
bin & Co. by which all tho -state's con- 
victs are to be transferred into n sort 
of Gordon of 'Eden where tho mos- 
quitoes bite not and the alligator does, 
not pursue the festive pickaninny,' 
Writes a correspondent in a New York 
paper. 

Tho BpOt chosen is a great, farm sit- 
uated t on an island in Chicot lake, 
which 'is of a most peculiar formation, 
winding about the land as it does in 
the shape of a horseshoe, meeting at 
two extremities the Mississippi river. 
Tho water surroundings, of course, 
make tho place an ideal one for tho 
confinement of convicts. 

These malefactors, instead of having 
to submit to the lockstep and close 
confinement of their northern brothers 
in crime, will work in the open air and 
will be well housed and well fed to 
such a degree that it Is not believed 
they will try to escape, especially as 
their work will not be of avory labor- 
ious character. 

Since tho war tho southern planta- 
tion owner has grown gray .very" 
young owing to the shiftlcssne&s and 
ubsolute unreliability of tho darkles, 
on whoso labor ho has had to depend for 
conducting a cotton plantation on a 
profitable basis. Ho Boon found that 
the negro with a dollar in his pocket 
wouldn't work until ho got ready,even 
if the crop, went to ruin for the lack of 
some one to gather it 

With this idea In view tho peniten- 
tiary commissioners of Arkansas, who 
comprise Governor Flshback, Attorney 
General Clarke and Secretary of State 
ArmlBtcad, . after consultation with 
Mr. Corbln'a representatives, decided 
to. mqvo all the convicts of the state to' 
the Bunny ski o plantation, on Chicot 
island. 

It has long been a problem' with the 
southern planters how to reduce the 
cost of growing cotton, render their 
lands more productive and mnke money 
out of their product Many years ago 
.the southern planters were generally 
wealthy, cotrfifortable ond satisfied 
with tho results obtained from raising 
cotton, but of lute years this condition 
of 'satisfaction has been changed to 
one of discontent, and now they are 
unanimous in their belief that there is 
less money in the product than hereto- 
fore. 

; Directly responsible for this condi- 
tion of affairs are tho unsettled state 
and unreliable tendency of the colored 
f arm.laborer, the farmer's' inability .to 
give to his crop tho proper attention 
at the all-Important season, and' the 
consequence, In most cases,' that tho 
cotton stalk If not fruited as it should 



and tho frco nnd Independent citizens 
as laborers and iiHmy other objectiona- 
ble features in this system have proveu 
so obnoxious and distasteful to people 
generally that it has been abandoned 
In quite a number of states, and others 
aro undertaking to do away with It 
at as early a date as thecoutracts will 
permit 

The large area of land of the most 
fertile class uncultivated in the south 
from lack of planters renders the farm 
about the only place on which "a con- 
vict' can be worked where' competition 
docs not exist and where the revenue 
to be derived 'is far in excess of that 
under the lease system. 

When negotiations were begun by 
tho state of Arkansas for the lease of 
Sunnysidc there was considerable op- 
position from certain 'sources, but a 
thorough investigation of the property 
led the state officials to conclude that 
it was the only tract .of land In tho
